Colonel Rockwood Three Tim es Cap­ 


tured Noted Confederate. 
New York, March 31.— Colonel Elihu 
Rockwood, 
for 
forty 
years 
a 
well 
known N ew York photographer, drop­ 
ped dead in his studio of valvular dis­ 
ease of the heart, due to rheumatism 
resulting from exposure in the civil 
war. 
Colonel Rockwood had the distinc­ 
tion of having tlAee tim es captured 
the fam ous Confederate guerilla, Colo­ 
nel John S. Mosby. 
Colonel Rockwood was a good story 
teller and loved to tell how once after 
he had captured M oseby he won $1,500 
from him at poker. 
The next morning 
Mosby got the wink and slipped away. 
Once Mosby captured Colonel Rock­ 
wood also and there was another poker 
gam e and by daylight Rockwood was 
back inside the Federal lines. 
He w as born at Troy, N. Y., sixty- 
four years ago. 
Just before the war 
he w ent to Europe, returning in tim e 
toli8t in the Sixth M assachusetts regi­ 
m ent at the opening of hostilities.
